It is with deep regret that we 
chronicle the fact of the sevearance 
of the relation existing between the 
United States Government and Mr. 
Joseph Selden Davis, L. L. M., of 
Chatham, “ Va‘, who has been con- 
nected with the Land Office since 
Sept. 5, 1882. By rigid attention 
and fidelity to duty Mr. Davis has 
risen rapidly from a copyists posi- 
tion and a $900 salary to a second 
class clerkship and a $1400 salary. 
For two years he has been engag- 
ed in adjudicating contests between 
parties claiming rights under the 
land laws which calls for great ex- 
cutive ability and a knowledge of 
law. He entered the Law Depart- 
ment of Howard University in 1882 


Laws with his class in 1884, and re- 
ceived the honorary degree of Mas- 
ter of Laws at the last commence- 
ment exercises of that school. 

Socially Mr. Davis has no super- 
iors in the city aud few equals any- 
where among young men, pOSsess- 
ing, as he does, a’fine sense of dig- 
nity, morality and gentlemanly 
bearing. Mr. Davis is vot a ‘*spoil- 
ed darling” of society, as his natu- 
ral reservedness forbids such a dis- 
aster, but he isin every sense @ 
gentieman and a scholar, as the 
phrase goes. With his natural 
ability, and being thrown upon the 
world to carve high bis vame on 
the pyramids of fame, we expect 
great results from him in his chos- 
en protession—the law. Nothing 
is impossible to the determined 
soul, and so far as the saccessful 
futureof Mr. Davis as a lawyer is 
concerned we have uo of his 
failure.

During the absence of the commit- 
tee speeches were made by H, 
Price Wiftliams, of Pbiladeiphia 
and Wm. H. Simpson. Mr. Chase 
from the committee on credentials 
reported'the names of 120 dele- 
gutes present. The report was 
alopted. Mr. Wilams moved 
that the couvention proceed to’ a 
permavent organization, and on 
motion of that gentleman Me, 
Chase was put in uomination, Mr.
